EAR ORNAMENTS. 

“All nations are victims to the fashion of 
wearing ear ornaments. It was customary 
formerly in some European countries for 
men tO wear ear-rings, but that custom has 
been almost entirely abandoned by the 
males, and women alone are its votaries. 
Savage tribes make immense holes through 
their ears. The man of the Isiand Mangea, 
who figures in ‘Capt. Cook’s voyages, if vou 
can remember, carried a large knite through 
a hole in his ear. The New Zeaianders, 
of both sexes, had holes bored through 
their ears and so enlarged by stretching that 
they eould carry varivus articies hung in 
them, as we carry things in our p-ckels.

A recent traveler says tiat 
he saw a man on one of the islands near New 
Guinea whose ears had been converted into 
great pendant rings of skin, through which 
Le could easily pass his arms.

A RIVAL OF NIAGARA. 


The Great Shoshone Waterfallthe Nu- 
cleus for a Rocky Mountain Resort. 
Omaha Dispatch in the Chicago Tribune. 


Two Omaha capitalists and a banker, of 
Butte, Montana, have embarked in no less 
an enterprise shan the purchase of a water- 
fall—the big Shoshone—in Idaho. Until six 
months ago the property was not “in sight,’’ 
and its existence was only Known through 
the report of an otcasional hunter, who, 
reaching the edge of the basin which sur- 
rounds the apprvach tothe falls, peered at 
them curiousiy ai a distance of three-fourths 


‘of a mile and gained only an unsatisfactory 


iuspression of a vast. body of water, muéa 
spray and more rear. From the edge of this 
basin there was no surer fvoting toa nearer 
point of view. Biasting and picking have 
cuta path through the rocky sides to the 
water's edge and the falls can now be as 
easily viewed as Niagara, 

‘The Snake River, which forms these fal!s, 
is at this point a deep stream, running for 
twenty-five miles through lava rocks hun- 
dreds of fect in height. At the falls, which 
are 1,500 feet wide ad have a descent of 210 
feet, the rocks loom up grandly to from 500 
1,000 feet in height. ‘Lhe!r brown walls are 
utterly bare and, except for a grassy plot of 
a few acres, with a cool spring and a shady 
grove, Which border the falis, the scene is 
one Of utter desolation. For miles beyond 
the lava beds. str.tch away, With only the 
sage brush and cactus to relive their barren 
waste, 

‘Three! miles above are the Twin Falls, 
with a descent of 189 feet and cioven by a 
huge rock... The river is broad and deep be- 
tween the Twin Fails and the Big Shoshone, 
and a boat ride along this streich is excit- 
ing, but net necessarily dangerous. Perpen- 
dicular walis rise on either side and a“‘hilioa’’ 
or a cornet peal echoes and rebounds.a dozen 
times. Several tourists who have visited the 
place within a few weeks declare it a wonder 
and do not hesitate vw draw comparisons 
with Niagara.

A History of the Birth, Life and 
Death of the Insect,

Humane Intelligence in the Hives at the 
Fair Grounds—An Apiarist’s Experiences. 


As you break the luscious looking honey- 
comb over your corn cakes in the morning, 
the mellow golden flood suffusing and beau- 
tifying the staff of life beneath, it is highly 


robable that it does not occur to you that 
or your morning delectation over 2,800 bees 
have labored through the sweet spring 


_ months, unprotected by any eight-hour law, 


and that fully 70.000 flowers have 
been ransacked and dispoiled of their sweet- 
ness by an indefatigable guild of honey- 
makers. And yet these be the cold facts. 

A Post-DiIsPaATCH reporter at the Fair 
Grounds deepen met Mr. Grinsell of

“The system which I have come to present 
to the people of St. Louis differs from this, 
in that it is a discovery of the older 
art.

ALFONSO, starting off for Madrid, fires a 
Parthian shaft at France, to say that Spain 
would long remember the hisses of the popu- 
lace who would not see that behind the King 
it was a nation that they were hissing. 

The last time that Spain had an oppor- 
tunity of expressing its free opinion of this 
same ALFONSO, it did not content itself with 
hissing him.

THE FREE TRADE IDEA. 

As long as the revenue reformers who 
opened their convention in St. Louis yester- 
day confine their resolutions to the domain 
of theory, there is no fault to be found in 
their logic. 

But in the present situation of the United 
States all general theories of political econo- 
my are compelled to recognize a concrete 
fact of deep significance and great impor- 
tance. 

This is the fact, that the people of the 
United States, acting through their duly 
chosen representatives, have built up a sys- 
tem of industries based on a tariff in which 
the protective idea predominates. 

Under that legislation millions of dollars 
have been invested fin manufactuories and 
millions of our working-men, the bone and 
sinew of tts country, have based their hopes 
of a livelihood upon the permanence of such 
investments. 

Any sudden and violent change which 
wouid substitute the importation of cheap 
foreign manufactures for the protected man- 


fufactures of this country would not only 


wipe out the whole value of the miliions of 
investment which the settled policy of this 
country has created and has guaranteed, 

It would inflict a more serious injury on 
the general prosperity. 

It would reduce to pauperism millions of 
honest, hard-working toliers who have had 
no choice about the occupation which they 
would follow, but who have shaped their 
lives, and builded up their homes, and based 
their happiness and the welfare of their 
families upon a continuance of the system 
on which their livelihood depends. 

As long as this is the case the free-trade 
idea must be content to accept a secondary 
place, . 
It$must be content to be recognized as a 
theory, as an idea towards which this coun- 
try may advance by gradual. steps, but 
which cannot be suddenly substituted for 
our present system. 

Any attempt at a violent substitution of 
free trade for our present tariff would be de- 
feated by the good sense of the country, 
which recognizes its responsibilities in the 
system which has grown up out of its legis- 
lation.

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A Telescope of Unprecedented 
Power at Work in St. Louis, © 


The Planet Mars in the Focus—A Brief View 
of its Landscapes, Vegetation and Peo-

“T nave a very interesting thing to show 
you,” said a very well-known citizen to a 
Post-DisPpAtTcu reporter yesterday, “‘and as 
it is apt to give rise to a good many inquries 
and to a gteat deal of criticism I must insist 
that my name must not be revealed. This 
the reporter promised, and locating the gen- 
tleman asa retired merchant who lives in 
an elegant house on an avenue named after 
himself we will go on with the narrative.

“I was, asl shail show you, The best 
lenses cost a amall fortune apiece. 
You see an absolutely perfect lock 
of glass must be secured, and ground 
down with absofute accuracy to the proper 
curyes. Even the amontof “sag’’ in a large 
lens must be figured out. I mean the effect 
which the weight of the glass will havein 
pene itself out of shape. Two different 
inds of giass, flint and crown, must be used 
in order to evade chromotisin, and,taking all 
considerations, fora very good object glass 
$15,000 to $20,000 is not an excrbitant price. 
1’il tell you what I did, and it took me a long 
time to get atit.”. Mr. G. led the way to a 
summer-ouse or pagoda out in the 
orchard and pointed out a reat 
giass lens surrounded by a_ multitude 
of mirrors. ‘*This lens,” said he, “is unique. 
lt is seventy inches in diameter, witnout a 
flaw or arefraction. There is not another 
lens ke itin the world. No block of glass 
ever was made large enough to grind this out 
of without a flaw, and yet the whole cost of 
this was about $30. 1 bought two plates of 
glass, selecting them with great care and 
testing every inch of the surface with polar- 
ized jight for flaws that wvuld interfere 
with refraction, Lbad them cut into two 
equal circles, seventy - two inches 
in diameter, the edges being 
reunded with mathematical accuracy. 
1 clamped the edges together after 
bending them in a cement of melted caout- 
choue, which extended one inch inward from 
the cireunference, and which held the two 
plates one thirty-sixth of an inch apart from 
each other. Around the edges I had affixed 
as many vises as we could put on. Then I 
stood the two plates of glass on edge and re- 
moved the cement from about a haif inch at 
thejtop, so that I could introduce a minute 
coilet silk tube into the space between the 
two plates. This done we put 
A RESERVOIR OF GLYCERINE 
about ten féet above the glass, and intro- 
duced a minute stream through our tube into 
the interior. 1t tock a long time for the space 
to fill, as the stream was oi the tiniest. You 
will readily understand the result. As the 
lens filled the pressure of the liquid interior 
acted upon the centers of the two glass 
circles, pressing them outward, and 
acting equally at equal distances 
out to the  cireumference, making 
each side assume an exact. and sym- 
metrical curve. When the focal diameter 
reached eight inches we stopped the flow of 
giycerine, hermetically closed the opening 
and had as aresuit a lens 70.99 inches from 
edge to edge, or deducting the two inches of 
the cement with a light diameter of 68.99 
inches—the largest lens by far in the world, 
without a flaw ora blemish, without a part- 
icle of chromatic aberration, for the glycer- 
ine exactiy fulfilled the ss | viayed by the 
aqueous numor in the eye.

It is a little singular that an agent so long known as coca should have attracted lit- 
tle or no attention in the medical world until a comparatively recent date. This is per- 
haps to some extent due to the fact that when the Spanish first made conquest of Peru, 
the aborigines and all their customs were treated with the utmost contempt; this was es- 
pecially the case with regard to coca, which was then, as now, extensively used by the 
natives--the leaves being chewed as we do tobacco. This habit was denounced by the 
Spaniards, and the use of coca forbidden among the whites. And hence it has only been 
after the lapse of tenturies that these early prejudices have been gradually overcome 
and the valuable medicinal properties of the plant begun to be appreciated. 

Before speaking of the more important therapeutic uses of coca, it will be interest- 
ing and instructive to glance briefly at the history of its employment, and of its physio- 


logical properties as developed among the natives of the Andes, along the valleys and “ 


slopes of which the shrub grows wild and is also extensively cultivated. 

From remote antiquity the Peruvians have beenin the habit of chewing the leaves at 
frequent intervals during periods of repose. So general was the use of this plant, and so 
common the demand for it, that it formed the usual money or medium of exchange in 
Peru, just as has been the case with tobacco in the early colonial history of /Virginia and 
in certain provinces of S. W. Africa. At presnai, all the natives and very many whites 
use it regularly. It is to the mountain Indian the delight, the support, and in some man- 
ner the necessity of his life. Whether climbing dizzy heights in the pursuit of game,'or 
delving in the mine, it is his custom to resort, at intervals, to his pouch (chuspa), from 
which he takes a few leaves and in a peculiar, methodical manner prepares his acullico, 
or chew’ the enjoyment of which seems to impart the most blissful satisfaction. Ordi- 
narily, the native takes from three to foursuch chews every day. Dr. Weddell, an exten- 
sive traveler in Bolivia, places the amount used by one person at from one to one and a 
half ounces per day, and on holidays twice that quantity. 


The coca leaf acts differently according to the method of using it, when made into 
a tea and drank it produces a gentle excitement, followed by wakefulness. If the infu- 
sion be somewhat stronger it retards hunger and imparts unusual buoyancy, enabling one 
who has partaken of it to ascend great heights; carry burdens, or run rapidly without 
the sense of fatigue or breathlessness. The more gradual absorption of its properties 
from the quid rolled in the mouth, however, is preferred by the Indian; employed in this 
pay it cheers his heart, brightens his mind and renews his bodily strength for the rigor- 
ous tasks of life. * * tr | 

The effects of coca are in every way healthful and pleasant. Von Tschudi (Travels 
in Peru, 1838 to 1842--Landon, 1847) says: “Setting aside all extravagant and vision- 
ary notions on the subject, [am clearly of the opinion that the moderate use of coca is not 
merely innoxious, but that it may even be very conducive to health. Insupport of this 
conclusion I may refer to the numerous examples of longevity among Indians, who, al- 
most from the age of boyhood, have been in the habit of masticating coca three times a 
day. Cases are not unfrequent of Indians attaining the great age of 130 years; and these 
men, at the ordinary rate of consumption, must in the course of their lives have chewed 
not less than 2,700 pounds of the leaf, and yet have retained perfect health. 

It is worthy of remark that the Peruvian Indians have always ascribed to it the most 
extraordinary virtues. Clusius, writing as far backas 1605, says that when he asked 
them why they used coca, the answer was that when using it neither hunger nor thirst 
annoyed them, while their strength and vigor were confirmed. Other writers, who have 
had ample opportunities to observe, unite in testifying that coca, moderately consumed, 
seems to exert extraordinary powers in smoothing over the ordinary vicissitudes of life. 

Weddell remarks that while coca seems to sustain the body while fasting, it does 
not destroy the appetite, for coca-chewers eat heartily when they can get what, in the 
parlance of the day, would be termed a “square meal.” 

Perhaps no better illustration could be given of the vitalizing and sustaining in- 
fluence of this remarkable agent than by citing an instance mentioned by Von Tschudi: 
“A cholo of Huari, named Hatan Huamang, was employed by mein very laborious dig- 
ging. During the five days and nights he was in my service he never tasted any food, and 
took only two hours’ sleep each night. But at intervals of two and a half or three hours 
he regularly chewed about half an ounce of coca leaves, and he kept an acullico continu- 
ally in his mvuth. I was constantly beside him and therefore I had an opportunity of 
closely observing him. The work for which [had engaged him being finished, he ac. 
companied me on a two days’ journey across the level heights. Though on foot he kept 
up with the pace of my mule, and halted only for the chaccar. On leaving me, he de- 
clared he would willingly engage himself again for the same amount of work, and that 


he would go through it without food, if I would butallow him a sufficient supply of coca.

The village priest assured me that this man was sixty-two years of age, and that he had 
never known him to be ill in his life.” 

Notwithstanding the early denunciation of Spanish priests, the virtue of the coca 
leaf held its ground, and by degrees leading churchmen became converts to its daily use. 
One of the warmest advocates of the plant was the Jesuit Don Antonio Julian, who, ina 
work entitled “Perla de America,” laments that cocais not introduced into Europe in- 
stead of tea and coffee. “It is,’ he observes, “melancholy to reflect that the poor of Eu- 
rope cannot obtain this preservative against hunger and thirst, and that our working 
people are not supported by this strengthening plant in their long continued labors.” 

In 1793 Dr. Don Pedro Nolasco Crespo urged the issuing of regular rations of coca 
in the navies of Europe. Von Tschudi has also recommended it as fitted “to afford a nu- 
tritious refreshment to seamen in the exercise of their laborious duties, and to counter- 
act the unwholesome effect of salt provisions.” And Prof. Schlechtendal, after recom- 
mending itas a tonic, soothing and nutritive--as preventing weakness of the stomach, 
and the obstructions, colic and hypochondria, to which such. weakness gives rise--adds 
that, “without doubt, the leaves might be usefully employed in Europe.” Johnston, in 
his “Chemistry of Common Life,” after noticing all the arguments for and against coca, 
strongly recommends it in all cases of physical and mental labor. 

The chemical properties of the coca leaf, like many other analagous plants, are 
somewhat complex in their nature. Much of its activity depends upon an alkaloid crys- 
talline principle known as cocaine, or cocaina. But according to those who have de- 
voted most time to its practical study, the peculiar properties of this plant belong partly 
to cocaina and partly to certain odoriferous resins. Coca contains an essential oil which 
is exceedingly volatile, and it is for this reason that the leaves speedily lose their high 
flavor and specific virtue when not carefully preserved. Johnston states that they lose 
much of their strength after the lapse of a year. It would seem, therefore, that a properly 
prepared fluid extract would be more efficient for medical purposes than the alkaloid 
alone. Alldepends, however, on the proper curing and handling of the leaves, and the 


fact that they must be comparatively fresh. 
Judging from the authentic physiological history of coca, which we have, we are 


fully authorized in declaring that, when properly used, even as a masticant, it acts as an 
excellent nerve tonic--imparting strength to both body and mind--and that it thus con- 
tributes to health and longevity. These facts commend it to the medical profession for 
more extended attention than it has hitherto received. It has been highly lauded as of - 
great service in cases of nervous depression, whether the result of overwork, mental 
anxiety, sexual excesses, or the abuse of tobacco. It has been spoken of as useful in 
spermatorrhea, and in cases of partial impotence. Itis as a preventive of nerve-pros- 
tration, and as a restorative, that Bartholow confines its most valuable powers, and men- 
tions in this connection that “the celebrated pedestrian Weston, having learned this fact, 


was detected in the use of coca during one of his extraordinary feats in London.” The 


same author remarks that it is a valuable remedy in the nervous form of sick headache, 
migraine, a fact of which the writer has had repeated clinical proof. 

I have prescribed coca quite frequently within the last few years, and in many in- 
stances with most gratifying results. Its property of retarding thirst, while at the same 
time acting as a cerebral stimulant, renders it a most excellent substitute for ardent spir- 
its, or beer, especially when persons have been indulging too freely and are attempting 
to break off the habit. It seems tostrengthen will-power, by removing that shakiness 
and mental depression, which is one of the incentives with the ipebriate to return to his 
cups. I have also been told by intelligent patients that this drug certainly seems to possess 
the virtue of contributing to the relief of that longing which at times overtakes the 
drunkard with such overwhelming force. When administered under such circum. 
stances it promotes a sense of composure which enables the patient to sleep, whereas, 
when in health, the same dose would aid his faculties in keeping awake. 

Coca has been suggested as a uterine tonic in amenorrhea and in_ some forms of 
nervous dysmenorrhea; of this fact, however, I have not satisfied myself, although I have 
found it useful in the intense hypochondria which sometimes attends these conditions, 
and in this way it may prove indirectly beneficial. ; 

The field where this agent is likely to be employed with the best results is with that 
class of persons, so numerous in these days, who are wearing out under the mental and 
physical strain of a busy life; those who are afflicted with the numerous train of ills in- 
cident to exhausted nerves and brains. Under such circumstances I have found coca of

A Confederate General Recounts One of 
the incidents of the War. 
From a Gacirier- Seen selersew with Gen, Basil 
eS. 


“The next day a fine looking fellow en- 
tered my headquarters and cailed for me. I 
asked him what lL could do for him, and he 
replied that he had come im to surrender and 
learn his fate. Lexpressed surprise at see- 
ing him, as | had been told that none of the 
men belonging to bis party would come to 
me, as they were afraid 1 would bang them. 
He said he had been told that I would take 
him outand shoot him, but he coneluded to 
give me a chanee, and was there to face the 
music. There was about him an air of man- 
ly independence, and a do-as-you-please-ex- 
pression of countenance that attracted my 
attention, andI determined to get better ac- 
quainted with him, 1 asked his name, and 
he saidit was Miles. I said, ‘Miles, you 
dou’t look like askuiking deserter; you have 
the bearing of a good soldier, and Iam sur- 
prised to see youengaged in this business.

THE PIPER OF HAMELIN.

Traditions Which the Readers of 
Browning and Southey May 
Appreciate. /

Singular Incidents at One Time Credited 
With Truthfulness. 


From the New Orleans Times-Democrat. 
On June 26, 1824, an extraordinary event is 


said to have occurred in the quaint old town | 


of Hamelin, in Brunswick, “‘near famous 
Hanover city’—doubtless many of our read- 
ers are familiar with Browning’s celebrated 
poemthereupon. A strange, sinister-faced 
@oblinasyed, fantastically-garbed individual 
who none of the good burghers had ever 
before seen—entered the Council Hall and 
offered in exchange for a certain sum of 
money to rid the city of the innumerable 
rats which infested it. These rats certain! 
belonged to the black species (mus rattus), 
which first appeared in Europe about the 
twelfth century, and of whose numbers 
and voracity many legends are still extant— 
including those of three different prelates 
devoured by rats. Bishop Adolf of Col- 
ogne had been eaten by rats in 1112, they 
said; and the good folk of Hamelin might 
have had reason to fear for their own lives. 
They gladly accepted the kind offices of the 
stranger, who forthwith produced a flute 
and piayed upon it the weirdest music ever 
heard by mortals. Millions, billions of rats 
thronged around him; the music drew them 
from their holes, and they followed 
THE WIZARD MUSICIAN 
te the water, wherein he caused them all to 
lunge and perish. But the burgomasters re- 
used to pay him. He again played upon his 
flute and drew after him all the children of 
the city. ‘The parents would have stopped 
them, but could not, and the demoniac piper 
led one hundred and thirty little ones to the 
side of a great hill—the Koppenburg—which 
opened to receive them, but closed its jaws 
of rock against their return. Only one child 
escaped, who was lame, and could not keep 
up with his companions. The rest who fol- 
lowed the “pied piper’ were never again 
eard of. : 

We have only recapitulated the incidents 
of the traditien to revive them for those who 
may have only adim recollection of this cu- 
rious bit of folklore, er for those not familiar 
with Browning’s half humerous, half ghostly 

oem. Now let it be observed that the same 
egend exists in other forms in other prov- 
inces in Europe. Another weird piper piped 
the children of Lorch into the Tannonberg 
for the same reason; a wizard fiddler fiddled 
the children of Brandenberg into the Marien- 
Mountain. The date of the most 
familiar ilegend—that of  Hamelin—is 
— as already mentioned, in the 
atter part of the thirteenth cen- 
tury—June 26, 1284; and the numerous 
legends of celebrated personages d@youred 
by rats—one of which legends furnished 
Seuthey the subject of a celebrated bailad— 
are all much older.

1237, the third and least important, did not 
occur until 1458. We need only speak of the 
first eo exodus of children or boy crusade, 
which itself consists of several distinct mi- 
gratory movements. 

Almost simultaneously at Cologne, in Ger- 
many, and at Vendome, in France; two im- 
mense armies of children gathered about 
June 1212, in response to the summons of 
oe! prophets, who believed, or affected_to 
believe themselvas inspired by heaven. The 
majority were of the male sex, but 
there were thousands . of girls also. 
There prophet leaders are known to historv 
as Etienne (Stephen) of Cloyes and 
Nicholas of Cologne—both boys of about 
12 years old. These preached a crusade 
against the infidel Saracens—not a crusade of 
biood, but of prayer, prayer from the lips of 
babes and sucklings. The children were to 
march to the sea, which would ue Age as it 
once did for the Israelites, to permit them to 
pass into Palestine drysh There they 
would convert the leaders of Islam, baptize 
the heathens, and by prayer and faith ac- 
complish what the steel-clad hosts of kings, 
counts and knights innumerable had failed 
todo. The contagious excitement diffused 
by this preaching is something our modern 
minds cannot fully comprehend; the entire 
child element of many cities was smitten and 
carried away by the emotional plague; rea- 
son, remonstrance, tears, even force availed 
nothing to stay the epidemic. If 
locked up by their parents, the little ones 
either died in convulsions or pined away; 

THEIR NERVOUS KXALTATION 
made them deaf to reason and biind to love ; 
and the mania extended, not merely among 
the — and the bourgeoisie, but penetrated 
the homes of fhe nobility, and attracted the 
heirs of knights and barons from their 
casties. Finally a cry of heresy was raised 
against all whe advocated energetic ineas- 


j ures to repress the frenzy; and 70,000 fam- 


ilies were robbed of their nw authority 
by the combined force of superstition and 
fanaticism. Within short intervals of each 
other, two unarmed hosts of German chil- 
dren—nearly all under 12 years of age—left 
Cologne to march over the seato the Holy 
Land; the. first was led by the famous 
Nicholas and the second by an unknown 
leader; their combined numbers are beliey- 
ed to have been 40,000. There were a great 
many girls among them. In _ the 
same month another army of 
French children ieft Vendome upon 
the same “‘crusade,” under Stephen; there 
were at least 30,000. The German children 
crossed, the awful Alpine passes—which 
great generals had never traversed without 
terrible difficulty—and descendea into Italy 
to gain the sea. Nicholas crossed Mount 
Cenis with a loss of 13,000 children; the un- 
known leader crossed St. Gothard with a 
loss of 17,000. The French army had 
dwindled to 20,000 when it reached Mar- 
seilies; heat and hunger strewed its path 
with corpses. Probably of the 70,000 chil. 
dren who enlisted in the crusade, less than 
20,000 were heard of again by their parents, 
The greater who survived were those who 
could not keep up with the rest—like the 
lame boy who could not follow the Piper of 
Hamelin. 

Of the German children 30,000 are known 
to have been lost. Of the French probably 
15,000 never returned home. ‘The Nichoias 
army was sadly diminished on reaching 
Genoa, and the sea did not open to let it 

There was a general breaking up, put 
sowe children reached Pisa and were thence 
shipped to the Holy, Land; others belonging 
to the army, with the unknown leader, 
reached Brindisi, and were thence “shipped 
to Palestine’—perhaps to that holy land 
which is not of this world.

Five thousand French 
children fared equally ill—for two cunning 
Marseilies merchants enticed them “to take 
ship for the Holy Land,” and sold ail who 
survived the voyage to Mohammedan slave 
dealers. If any ever reached Jerusalem, 
they did so as slaves only. 

Every known fragment of history relating 
to these unhappy crusades may be found in 
the narrative of George Zabriskie,or Hecker’s 
essay on “’Child Pilgrimages.” These writers 
describe the frightful fate of the German 
crusading children with such details that it 
seems probable the number who surviv 
was even less than we have suggested. e 
sensibie and humane .Genoese saved many; 


naped, sold as slaves, or killed by hunger and 
hardship, must have been terrible. Of thegirls 
very few returned to their native fand. 
Hecker compares the movement to those 
great instinctive impulses exhibited by ani- 
mals migrating.

Others at- 
tributed the work to magic and others af- 
firmed that simultaneously with it there 
were manifested many signs of mental 
disorder, such as that of women run- 
ning naked through the streets of cities. 
Free speech was indeed checked by the fear 
of denunciation for heresy; but many must 
have secretly held the prophets to be wiz- 
ards ; and the apostolate of a 
Nicholas or a Stephen might soon 
be distorted by superstitious tradition into 
the legion of the weird Piper. In good sooth 
did Nicholas, playing upon the pipe of mad- 
ness, lead the children of many cities into 
the mountains; and history confirms the 
grim legend in that the mountains tore them 
with fangs of ice and devoured them with 
jaws of basalt. They slumber verily within 
the mountains—yet not the Koppenberg or 
the Marienberg, or the Tannenberg—under 
the Splugen, and St. Gothard and among the 
weird gorges of the Uri are their thousand 
nameless graves. 

Unfortunately for our theory thereis an 
ancient Chinese fable to the same effect as 
the Piper of Hamelin. Nevertheless our by- 
teem saag seems to have some foundation in 
history.

Papal In fallibillity. 
Str. Louis, October 2, 1883. 


: To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 


As an humble Catholic layman [ beg leave to 
explain, in answer to the communication of “Can- 
dor,” what I believe the laity generally under- 
stand by “Papal infallibility.”

In like 
manner the author of Christianity, with the same 
foresight seeing the confusion which must neceés- 
sarily arise from the numerous and conflicting in- 
terpretations which people in general would put 
upon the scripture, established a Supreme Court 
—the church—consisting of men learned in the 
law of God, and He commanded the people to 
hear the church just as the nation commands its 
citizens to hear the Supreme Court. 

The church, as spoken of here, means the 
bishops in council with the pope as president. The 
lay members have no voice in these councils, as 
they are not, asa rule, sufficiently versed in the 
Scripiures to be considered as What we may call 
theological experts, Their judgment in such case 
would be as open to objection as that of a jury 
after having heard only a part of the evidence in 
a case incourt. If the citizens of our country, 
good and bad, were allowed to put their own con- 
struction upon the laws of the land, anarchy 
would reign supreme; thieves and robbers would 
quote law in their favor. Of course, I will not 
callour numerosity of religious denominations 
‘religious auarehy.” If the mechanic is capabie 
of interpreting the Scripture, fhe is quite as Capa- 
bie of interpreting the iaws of the nation. But 
the author of the laws of the land telis him he is 
incapable of interpretor those laws and appoints 
an interpretation in the form of a oneeme Court. 
He is dealt with in the same way by the author of 
Christianity, who established the church gad com- 
mauded him to r it. 

As & man, the vee is as fallible 
as any other mam of similar culture, but 
as oracle of the church he is as infallible as the 
churci whose decrees he: promulgates, and that 
church was made as infallible in.matcers of re- 
ligion by the author of Christianity, if made at all, 
as the Supreme Courtof the United States was 
made infallible by the a of the United States.

of the principals oppose the kindergarten on 
the ground that it does not fit children 


for school work, but on the*contrary unfits them: 
and 1 have seen columns of statistics gotten up 
to prove that children entering school without 
having ever been inside the kindergarten make 
better progress, on the average, than those who 
have attended the kindergarten one or two years. 

As there would seem, then, to be a pretty widely 
diffused belief that there is a conflict between the 
two systems of education, it woulda seem probable 
that either the one or the other is not working to 
develop the mind of the child by the best known. 
methods. 

Now, until —_ recently the old methods of 
the schools had the field all to themsetves, and 
when the kindergarten demanded the right to 
compete for public favor as a recognized 
educational agency, it was looked upon as an in- 
truder, and its credentials, OeeE enough, sub- 
jected to the most rigid serutiny. hat scrutiny, 
many of us think, it has borne triumphantly, and 
if it is pecessary, in order to reconcile any sup- 
posed conflict between it and the primary school, 
that the method of either must be radically 
changed, not a few will be found who will affirm 
that the fault hes in-the methods.of the primary 
school, and not in those of the kindergarten. 

The kindergarten teaches its pupils to observe, 
to compare, to distinguish between things, to 
think, to reason. Its crowning glory is that it 
trains, develops and disciplines the cummon 
sense of the child. On the other hand the 
crowning infamy of the primary school is that it 
does not teach its pupils to observe, to compare, 
to distinguish between things, to think, to reason. 
_ Instead of teaching them to seareh for truth, 
and discover it themselves. it compelg them to 
accept the most credible statements biindly, upon 
the mere authority of the book or the teacher. 
Instead of encouraging them to compare and dis- 
tinguish between things, the very root and foun- 
dation of all reasoning, it compels them on the 
one hand to jumble together Into one undistin- 
guishable mass the most heterogeneous things; 
and on the other, to make distinctions where no 
differences exist. Insteaa of sense it gives them 
nonsense; instead of developing, it shocks and 
insults their common sense; instead of training 
their logical faculties, it sets ‘before them, as their 
chief intellectual pabulum, a mess that is 
destitute of logic, or sense, orreason. And all 
this it does in teaching them with infinite pains 
and endless repetition as the one thing best 
worth knowing and be learned at any ex se of 
time and labor, that barbarian jargon, the spell- 
ing of the oe language. It is true that the 
kindergarten does net fit children to learn spell- 
ing. ‘Lhe path they tread in the kindergarten 
leaves them all unprepared te. plunge into that 
barren wilderness. And so0,Jong as it is thought 
necessary to teach spelling in thé primary school 
the effort to bridge the chasm between it and the 
kindergarten will prove a hopeless task. There 
is an irrepressible confilct between sense and 
nonsense, between reason and unreason. Cc.

How the Veiled Visitors Descended from 
the Floats. 


m The funny part of the procession was to be 
seen at the Chestnut street entrance to the 
Merchants’ Exchangs. This was the place 
selected for the Prophets to leave 
the floats and enter the . ball-room. 
A committbe consisting of Messrs. Catlin, 
Parsons, Flesh, Dyer and some other gentie- 
men had been selected and were on duty to 
receive the distinguished guests. A crowd 
of at least two thousand people crowded 


around the place to get a close look at the 
tioats, and. to see how a Veiled Prophet 
really looked when he deigned to tread the 
common sidewalks, When the Veiled Proph- 
et’s nousehold tame up on horseback, the 
secretary got his huge quill. between his 
legs, and the crowd cheered at the agility 
with which the gentleman escaped a fall when 
there seemed ‘no chance for him to avoid it. 
several meuials were around, each of them 
armed with a ladder of different size for the 
use of the prophets in their descent to terra 
firma. When the magic cage, which had 
been universally voted the prettiest float, 
had arrived,a huge parrot turned back & 
pair of flapping wings and wrenched aside 
one side of the octagonal-shaped cage. 
Then the whole feathered tribe descended, 
with the aid of the committee. The parrot 
came last, and as he scudded up the steps, 
with the aid of Dan Catlin, his feet struck 
the second step, and but for Mr. D. P. Dyer 
he would have scored one fall. ‘he 
young gentleman who personated Jack 
the Giant Killer seemed to have 
suffered severely from the night air. When 
the float had peapees and the ladder had 
been run up, Jack hesitated with his foot on 
the top rung. Two members of the commit- 
tee climbed the ladder and each of 
them seized one foot. Mr. Par- 
sons placed the foot he had _ secured 
safely on the second step of the ladder. Mr. 
Fiesh repeated the operation with the foot of 
which he had secured possession. In this 
way the giant-killer was escorted within 
one foot of the ground. Then he leaped nim- 
biy down the remaining rungs of the ladder, 
and as he climbed the steps he received a loud 
congratulatury cheer. When the last float, 
““Mother Goose,”’ arrived, it required some 
clever steering on the part of the driver to 
escape a projecting lamp which was near the 
entrance. The old lady descended in 
and was escorted into the hall 
by Mr. Flesh, who was growing 
weary of the crowd outside; then-the iadders 
were pulled up on the top of the float, a 
dozen torch-bearers Climbed up _= after 
them, a colored hostler mounted each 
of the tour horses, and at last the 
grand pageant of 1883 was at an end. 
RETURNING TO THE DEN. 

As the wagons proceeded up Chestnut 
street, on the way to the Den, they pre- 
sented a dfeary spectacle. Without the 

rophets and ithe gaily-colored lights, they 

ooked commonplace enough, and many a 
ountry visitor reniarked that a float with- 
out light was not “much of a pumpkin” after 
ali. A big. crowd followed the wagons to 


the last vehicle had entered and the doors 
were closed.

There was a brilliant assemblage gathered 
at the Chamber of Commerce last night 
to dance in honor of the i »pres- 
ence of the great Veiled.

youth, beauty, gallantry, wealth and talent 
not only ot this city, but of ether cities and 
of the country at large, were represented on 
the floor. Long before thé®@procession had 
reached the Chestnut street entrance car- 
riages were rolling up and emptying their 
lovely freight at the guest entrances, and by 
the time the procession bad reached the Ex- 
change the hall was comfortably filled and 
the gallery was packed with eager specta- 
tors, and still the throngs came pour- 
ing in wntil every seat in the tiers 
running around the hall was filled, and 
in the aisies and in part of the tiers half a 
dozen deep stvod the gentlemen waiting for 
the grand entree of the Propbets. In the 
meautimne the musicians made the air 
musical with selected airs. 
THE DECORATIONS 
were in quieter taste this year than on pre- 
ceding years, but were more rich and ele- 
gant. Lhe banners with paintings and de- 
signs on them were absent, but in their 
places were long banners in the 
colors of the Veiled Prophet, purple, 
red and yellow with borders of gold, and be- 
tween them, entwined in ; ge ul folds and 
curves hung red, White and blue bunting and 
flags. Here and there were placed 
shield banners with the monogram of 
the Veiled Prophet worked on them. 
This formed a varied and beautiful border 
around the gallery and completes the decora- 
tions of the upper part of the hall. On the 
floor the floral ornamentation was very 
handsome. In the center of the 
hall, built around the fountain, was an ar- 
boresque pagoda of octagonal shape and con- 
structed of grasses, mosses and flowers. It 
was very tasteful in design and was richly 
adorned with flowers. On the apex 
was a magnificent bouguct of the 
material, while within it the fountain was 
playing on tropical plants and potted hot 
ouse flowers, formingin all @ magnificent 
tenter piece to a scene full of artistic beauty.

Experience in years past has taught the 
people that it is much easier to view the pro- 
cession from a board seat than from the 
sidewalk or curb. AS & Consequence, car- 
penters and rough lumber have been in great 
demand for the past week, and all along the 
route of the procession tiers of seats were 
erected and awaited the occupancy of spec- 
tators. When the Veiled Prophet had suc- 
ceeded in getting his cohorts into position, 
and, headed by the city’s guardians, moved 
up Pine street from Twelfth, a dense throng 
walled themselves up on either side of him, 
From the windows of every house a bunch of 
heads protruded. Wherever seats could be 
erected théy had been put up, but, unfortu- 
nately for the speculators along Pine street, 
the seats were not taken up to any-great ex- 


tent. The houses up to Kighteenth street, from 
Twelfth, are mostiy boarding houses, and‘a 
hervic effort had been made at decoration. 
Chinese lanterns swung gaily above unoccu- 
pied seats, and the Prophet’s flags waved 
lazily above the flicker of torches.

The 
most prominent private illuminating feature 
on Fourth street was theattractive colored 
globular lé@ttering of the ““Globe-Democrat,’’ 
which shone with a special brill- 
iancy.

THE DECORATIONS. 

The flag and bunting decorations along the 
entire line vf the procession was so unitorm- 
ly gorgeous that it was impracticable to dis- 
criminate very closely either as respects the 
brilliancy Of the ¢>lors, or the extent of the 
ornamentation, Thete was, however, but 
little -decoration of a very striking 
character along Eighteenth street, 
from Twelfth to Washington avenue.

Be- 
tween Fifteenth and Sixteenth streets on 
Washington avenue the tongue of Float No. 6 
was pulled out of place’by the fiery steeds 
which pranced lightly along the avenue and 
pawed the air in ecstacy. To show how well 
the Prophets had guarded against accidents, 
another tongue was produced immediately, 


and within three minutes from the time of 
the accident the float moved gracefuily for- 
ward and paused not again.

The Vehicles. 

The experience of previous years alded 
the police materially this year in making ar- 
rangements for the management of 
vehicies, After 7 8. m. the  or- 
der was issued to clear the route. 


All travel on the line of the page 
stopped. A number of private carri ve wok 
up stands on intersecting streets within full 
view of the line of march. By this means a 
large number of persons were enabied to wit- 
hess the pageant, greatly relieving the 
crush on the main streets. As early as 6:30 
oclock furniture cars and stake wagous 
loaded with working people took up these’ 
advantageous stands. At the Merchants’ 
Exchane the arrangements were 80 well un- 
derstood by drivers that no delay whatever 
occurred. As the carriages drove up to the 
eastern entrance from the north the 
driver was furnished with a ticket 
and the party with a corre- 
sponding cheek. The vehicle — then 
departed south on Third street. When the 
carriages were wanted again the usher called 
out the number of the guest’s card and this 
was echoed back along the line by each 
driver until the man wanted-was summoned, 
and, driving forward, surrendered bis ticket 
and received his “‘load,”’ 


The Street Cars. 

Shortly after 7 p. m. the street cars on the 
lines intersecting the line of march were 
stopped. By 9p. m. the lines having down-: 
town termini were crowded with cars. South 
of Elim street and north of Washington ave- 
nue, on Fifth street, two trains of cats were 
ihn waiting te convey the crowds to the ex- 
treme northern and southern portions of the 
city. The lines running east and west were 
stopped west of Eighteenth street. The 
northwestern and southwestern lines were 
stopped north of Washington avenue and 
south of Elm -and Market streets. During 
the early part of the evening the blockade 
Was avoided by “‘jumping” the tracks by de- 
railing the cars with old brooms, but when 
the down-town travel lightened, the cars 
stupped in line and proceeded to the termi- 
nus together.

AFTER THE PAGEANT. 


The Surging of the Crowds — A Late 
and Joyous Multitude,. 


The surging, crowding mass of humanity 
that lined the streets fell into line bebind 
the procession and battledfor a foothold. 
The mother with her prattling babe, the 
country swain with his “bright particular” 
in tow, the aged and infirm, the strong and 


the weak, the poor man in _ tatters, 
and the rich man, all met upon an egqnal 
footing and jostled each other for a “‘point 
of vantage.” There was no aristocracy; 
there were no plebians, <A suggestion that 
any one was in the way ogly had the effect 
to bring the most withefug scorn upon the 
presumptuous individual who ventured such 
& suggestion. Everybody was in everybody 
else’s way, and the demoeratie principle 
that it was their inherited right to be, and 
so remain, in the way was recognized 
and respected generally. The highways, 
loaded with a dense mass of humanity, gave 
the appearance of huge chues, through 
which the entire population was 
seeking exit. To try and proceed in 
an opposite uirection tothe general course of 
the multitude, was to court extinction. The 
force with which the crowd pressed forward 
was irresistible. One was compelied to go 
with the popular wave, failing in the wake 
of the procession, or not go at all, and even 
this option was vouchsafed only to 
strong and powerful street car traffic, and 
the progress of vehicles in general, was en- 
tirely out of the question, and long lines of 
conveyances were furined on all of the prin- 
cipal streets. Atthe corner of Fifth and 
Pine street, it was fully two hours after the 
rocession had passed before the 
ast delayed carriage was piloted 
through the blockade by a policeman. At 
the principal hotels and other places of pop- 
ular resort the crowds were actually beyond 
computation. 
THE NIGHT'S FUN 

had only just begun with a large proportion 
of those who witnessed the parade 
when the Veiled Prophets disappeared 
and the pent-up enthusiasm, * of 
this felement required vent. Those citi- 
zens, who, with their families, had sought 
convenient points along the line of march, 
quickly parted company with the nonde- 
script multitude who stood agape with open- 
mouthed wonder, and sought the seclusion 
and quiet of their homes. The large and 
overwhelming majority of the crowd, 
however, were visitors to the city, who 
were enjoying their first holiday since last 
Christmas. ‘To these the parade was only a 
prelude to their enjoyment. ‘This over, they 
repaired to the beer saloons, the restaurants, 
the theaters and hotels, and proceeded to 
‘round off’ the occasion in such manner as 
their tastes dictated, A few indulged too 
freely in their ardent devotidny to Bacchus, 
and were nearly corrailéd in ~ the police 
wagons, white endeavoring to puta cardinal 
flush on the exterior aspect of the city. It 
was a noticeable fact that very little 
rowdyism was indulged such as 
there was being, for the most 
part, the boisterous good humor of the 
“smart Aleck’ era of arising generation. 
A few boys, lined up in “hand to shoulder” 
fashion, occasionall 
through the crowds of women and children 
but this rudeuess was received good 
naturedly, and often cheered by those 
who were most discomfitel by it. 
Altogether the seenes after the procession 
were as inieresting toa careful observer as 
were those of Fairy Land tw the children and 
casual observers Who lost all interest in the 
occasion when the glare of the colored lights 
had passed thein by, and darkress threw its

leven MAGNIFICENT COMPARTMENTS. 
‘The rooms ot the Emperor consist of seven 
compartments. They are provided with the 
divan or k’ang, the peculiar institution of 
North China. ‘lhe k’angp are covered with 
red felt of native manufacture, and the floor 
with European carpets. The cushions all 
have embroidered on them the dragon and 
the phoenix. Pretty things scattered 
through the rooms are endless in yariety, 
aud are changed in accordance with any 
Wish expressed by the Emperor. The rooms 
are in ail thirty yards long by from eight to 
nine yards deep, and are divided into three 
separate apartments, the throne room being 
the middie one. Folding doors ten feet in 
heignt open into each of these apart- 
ments to the north and south in the 
center of each. ‘The upper part of these 
doors is in open work, in which various 
auspicious characters and flowers are carved. 
At the back paper is pasted to admit light to 
the rooms. The front is ornamented with 
gilding, sculpture: and varnish of various 
co:ows. These doors remain open even in 
winter, because during that season, 
A THICK EMBROIDERED CURTAIN OF 
DAMASK _ 
is hung in the doorway, which by its weight, 
keeps its place close to the door-posts and 
pfevents cold air from entering. In summer 
this is replaced by a curtain admitting the 
breeze on account of its being made of very 
thin strips of bamboo. ‘The silk threads used 
in Sewing the stripsuf bamboo together are of 
various cvlors,and passing through the whole 


texture of the curtain from the top to the 


bottom are very agreeable to the eye. These 
suiumer and winter -curtains are rolled up 
to give air to the rooms when required. Exit 
and entrance are effected on each side of 
these curtains by side doors. Along the 
whole frontof thirty yards there is a covered 
fliziit of steps fifteen feet. wide. The roof 
over this rests on two rows of pillars. These 
pillars shine with fresh yermillion, both 
within the rooms and on the steps outside, 
and are decorated with sculptured work, 
partiy gilt and partly varnisned. The Huppo 
who lately returned from Canton gave the 
Ewperor a present valued at $8,000. It con- 
sisted of chandcliers holding 00 wax-candles 
each. His Majesty has also some electrical 
machines and numberless foreign cu iosities. 
HIS MOTHER AND HIS STUDIES. 

The Emperor was vaccinated when an in- 
fant. before his high destiny was thought of, 
otherwise it would have been difficult to vac- 
ecinate him, for, his person being sacred 
when Emperor, no lancet can touch him. 
His mother, the Princess of Ch’un, whois a 
sister of the Empress of the West, will .be 
raised to the rank of Empress ‘Dowager 
when he is 16, andhis father will also be 
made T’ai Sbang Huang. At least this isto 


_ be expected by precedent, so that after three 


‘years weshal: again have three empresses 
dowager, but in this case they will be sis- 
ters. 


THE PRINCESS, HIS MOTHER, 
goes in-to see him once a month and kneels 
when she first speaks to him, but 
rises afterward. His father does so, 
too. The Emperor studies Chinese daily 
for’ an hour and a =half and Man- 
chu also for an me and a half. He spends 
two hours in archery and riding, and in 
winter amuses himself with sledging. He 
has alittle brother of 5, whom it may be 


- hoped the mother takes with her when she 


goes-to the palace. The teachers who in- 
a#truct him kneel to him on entering, but af- 
terward sit. The Emperor has eight eunuchs 
who constantly attend him, besides an in- 
definite number for special occasions. He 
has his meals alone, and the eight eunuchs 
wait round him, restraining him if he takes 
much of any. one thing. His school- 

is at the back of ithe Yang Hsin Tien 
already described, and the hall for confer- 
ence each morning with Misisters is a little 
to the east.”

SUCCESSFUL AERONAUT

M. L’Hoste Crosses the English 
Channel from France.

A Midnight Ascension—Many Perilous Ad- 
ventures and Narrow Escapes—Safe on the 
English Coast.

New York, October 3.—The latest Paris 


tinction of being the first to cross, the chan- 
nel fromthe French side in a balloon has 
been gained by the well-known young 
aeronaut, M. L’Hoste. This result has only 
been obtained by perseverance after 
several unsuccessful efforts. The first time 
he went up from Boulogne in company with 
M. Eloy, and the balloon fell at Desvres, a 
little town about twelve miles inland. On 
the second occasion he went up alone at 
midnight, and, after descending near Dun- 


kirk in the morning, started afresh and was 
icked up in the North Sea by a fishing boat. 
Nothing daunted by perils from which he 
had narrowly escaped, he made two sub- 
sequent ascents, and each time came down 
at Dixmude, a little town in Belgium. 
In recognition of his energy a 
subscription was started at Boulogne to 
provide him with a new balloon, to be called 
the Ville de Boulogne-sur-Mer, and it was 
with this that he effected his ascent from the 
Tuileries Gardens at Boulogne at 5 o’clock 
ONE SUNDAY AFTERNOON 
in the presence of a great crowd of spec- 
tators. The wind at starting was exceeding- 
ly light, and in order not to overweight the 
balioon the aeronaut had to leave behind an 
amateur who had arranged to accompany 
fim. The wind carried the balloon in a 
northeasterly direction, but. half an hour 
afterwards it was caught by the southeast 
current, and after floating awhile above the 
piers it took its course over the straits at a 
height of 1,000 yards. 

Wishing t» be informed as to the land cur- 
rent, M. L’ Hoste dropped down to about 
ene hundred and fifty yards to question some 
fishermen whose smacks were beneath him, 
and also the tug Faidherbe, which had fol- 
lowed him out of the harbor. Having ob- 
tained 

THE NECESSARY INFORMATION 
he threw out ballast, and, ascending to 
1,300 yards, continued his course, with a 
southwest wind, which took him toward 
Cape Grisnez. At6:30 the balloon dropped 
into the lower current and kept on a favor- 
abie course, with a breeze that varied from 
east to southwest. At 7:30 both sides of the 
Channel were hidden by a thick fog, but at 
8 o'clock the moon rose and the eronaut 
could make out steamers on their way north. 
He could also distinguish lights at Cape 
Grisnez and at Dover. At 9o’clock, beliey- 
ing himself to be near the English coast, in 
order to test the correctness of his supposi- 
tion he hailed land loudly and heard 
THE ECHO OF HIS OWN VOICE, 

which proved him right. The wind 
continued to carry him landward, and his 
attention was attracted to the lights off 
Folkestone. He was tnen ata height of 300 
metres. At about 10 o’clock M. L’Hoste saw 
the English coast beneath him. He left be- 
hind him a little town which he supposed 
to be Sandgate, where he was hailed by sey- 
eral persons. Later on he arranged for his 
descent and fell into a large field, so that he 
had to discharge the gas alone. It was then 
about 11 o’clock, and, taking a rapid glance 
around him and finding that the spot was 
entirély deserted, he decided that he would 
sieep beside his balloon and made the best 
arrangements he could for passing the night. 
Karly on Monday morning he went to the 
nearest farmhouse, at a village about.twelve 
miles from Folkestone. The farmer very 
obligingly offered him the use of a vehicle to 
convey the balloon to the town, and travel- 
ing with it he returned to Folkestone and 
then proceeded by tidal boat to Boulogne, 
where a warm reception was accorded him. 


A VIENNA TRAGEDY, 


A Mother and Four Children Mali- 
ciously Poison Themselves. 

New York, October 3.—Details of a 
shocking domestic tragedy have just been 
received from Vienna. The victims were a 
Frau Obrist, the wife of a gilder, and her 
two sons and two daughters, whose ages 
ranged from 10 to 18. On the room they oc- 
cupied being entered all five were discovered 
to be dead from the effects of poison. The 
cause of this painful event is that the fur- 
niture of the family was to have been dis- 
trained upon. The husband, who was form- 
erly a comparatively wealthy man, but who 
has gradually fallen into poverty, arrived 
home, but failed. to make any one hear his 
3 fr knocking. Thinking his family 
asleep, and fearing to disturb them, he left 
and passed the night at a hotel. In the 
morning he returned, and again failing to 
obtain admittance, he caused the door to be 
burst <p when the corpses of his wife and 
four children met his gaze. The shock upon 
the unfortunate “an was very great, as the 
inost tender relations had existed between 
the family. He had, it appears, no suspicion 
of the sad event, into which his wife was 
driven by the fear of approaching starva- 
tion. The mother, it is thought, iret took 
pvison, the children following her example.

Something of the Every-Day. Life 
of the Holy Father, 
Dining on Fifty-Cent Meals — Fond of th 
Garden—A Reception to Irish Pilgrims. 


New Yorx, October 3-—The Capitan 
Fracassa of Rome, in its issue-of September 
15, publishes a conversation which one of its 
correspondents had with the Rev. Philip 
Barry, canon of the Cashel Cathedral. The 
canon is said to have spoken as follows: 
“Leo XIIl. is now 74 years of age. Heis 
tall, thin and bony. His face is of an ivory 
tint, and his eyes and lips are very expres- 
sive and smiling. He looks very firm. Sim- 
eoni says he resembles Voltaire, but Leo 
XI{I,’s smile is totally different to Vol- 
taire’s smile. The Pope wears his age well 
and walks remarkably straight. He has 
snow white hair and very finely marked 
eyebrows. His eyes are wonderfully intelli- 
gent looking and his voice is extremely har- 
monious. He 

SPEAKS SEVERAL LANGUAGES 
as wellas any professor of languages. He 
never says a foolish thing nor does 
a foolish thing, like poor Pius IX, 
whose policy was fatal to the Pope’s tem- 


poral power. He rises very early and spends 
the first hours of the day in prayer, and gen- 
erally in his bedroom. At 6 oclock he says 
mass. Ateight o’clock he breaks his. fast 
with a cup of chocolate, reading his corres- 
pondence all the time. ° Ataine o’clock he 
receives Jacobini and those chiefs of relig- 
iou#societies who may demand audience. At 
noon he receives those Roman patriarchs 
who have remained true to him and the Am- 
At one o’clock he dines, his din- 
ner rarely costing more than two francs, or 
half a dollar. “‘And he keeps so many 
cooks!’ said the correspondent. “He is 
obliged to keep up appearances,’ answered 
the canon. “Ouce uponatime Popes were 
great eaters and drinkers and were given to 
every kind of extravagance, but Leo XIII, 
is nothing ot all this. 

; IN THE GARDEN. 

‘After dinnor he takes a little walk in the 
Vatiean grounds, or he visits the museums 
and galleries. Sometimes he is carried in a 
chair quilted. with white satin. Heds very 
fond of the gardén. He frequently receives 
visitors in’ the Barden and talks of flowers to 
them to avoid:othem subjects. The first and 
second time | saw. him was in the garden. 
When I went with the pilgrims he was pre- 
ceded by three noble guards, and a@his side 
was Mgr. Macchi, his secret chamberlain. 
He wore a wide-brimmed hat and a large red 
clouk. We were presented to him one by 
one. He looked at us and scrutinized us 
well. I saw he recognized me, but he treated 
me like the others—as if he saw me also for/ 
the first time. . 

‘ARE YOU ALL IRISH?’ 
he said; ‘l ain happy to receive the faithful 
of that nation!’ He then looked again at us 
as if he would have read into our souls. 
‘Your bishop,’ he continued, ‘brought me 
offerings from a people pressed with pov- 
erty." Then, seeing me still on my Knees, he 
offered me his hand to raise me. ‘I had 
thought,’ he continued, ‘that the offerings 
would have decreased, but it was not so. We 
live on charity’ (and here he smiled sadly), 
‘for all we had has been taken from us. Oh, 
these persecutions!’ he cried with aloud 
voice. ‘They purify us, even when the leaven 
is pure and immaculate.’ 
AT AN AUDIENCE. 

“*T seem to see him now,’’ said the cauon. 
“His head looked like a relief on the blue 
sky. The sun was setting, and he looked up 
at the sky, as if seeking an inspiration there. 
‘I have heard,’ he then said, ‘that notwith- 
standing the general state of anguish in Ire- 
land, the churches are full of peaple. May 
the lord be praised and blessed, and may my 
prayers bring peace on the people! ord, 
hear our prayers and judge us!’

Thomas’ and essays on the works of that 
saint, which he receives from every part of 
the world, whenever and wherever pub-

‘An executive committee appointed by the 
Inter-State Levee Convention will ask Con- 
gress, in January nexé, for a few millions of 
the surplus revenue. The States of Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana and Mississippi ask that great 
sums shall be expended on the Mississippi 
River for the benefit of ‘the great Northwest’ 
and to protect the planters’ jands from 
floods.

The suspense is over, and “on and after 
this date,” as the gubernatorial appointment 
issued to-day reads, Mr. H. D. Cleveland 
will be Police Commissioner fer the city of 
St. Louis. Nothing now remains but to pre- 
sent the unshielded Commissioners 
with the usual gelden insignia of 
office, and the contributors to get 
their money back.out of a free blow-out, 


It has been generally known that Mr. Cleve- 
Jand’s friends had bespoken the place for 
that gentleman, and the only surprise was 
occasioned by the failure of the Governor to 
avail himself of an opportunity to knock 
everybody’s predictions and conjectures into 
a cocked hat. 

Mr. Cleveland is about 35 years of age, and 
is now chairman of the Con essional 
Committee in the Ninth District. His 
friends, when questioned about the new 
Commissioner, announce that heis-a Yale 
graduate. He came to this city about eight 
years ago,.and was connected with the Iron 
Mountaiv Road for several years. During 
the past four years he has been superintend- 
ent of the Cass Avenue and Fair Grounds 
Street Railroaa, and figured prominently 
in Twentieth . War polities, The 
appointment caused consider abie 
surmise as to what changes 
it will cause in the board. The present or- 
ganization, effected during an emergency, 
in which Dr. Latz awakened to the howling 
necessities of the occasion and voted himself 
into the vice-president’s chair, is only a tein- 

orary one. A new vote will taken next 
esshay at the first meeting ofthe full 
board. Mr. Caruth has repeatediy said 
he could not conscientiously take 
the position. Messrs. Gooding and Cleve- 
land will be too young to thrust the terrible 
responsibilities on their shoulders, and the 
result will probably be that the aspiring 
young doctor will find himself at the head of 
the department. The office of treasure’ and 
purchasing agent will prebably fall to Gen. 
Gooding. An extra $500 per annum is paid the 
Comaissioner who assumes these duties, but 
as an offset he must furnish a bond of $50,-

Cleveland is an intimate friend of Judge 
Noonan, who, it is supposed, weut to Jet- 
ferson City several days ago in the 
interests of the new Commissioner, but 
this is not at all probable, as Judge 
Noonan would scarcely place himself 
before Gov. Crittenden in the attitude of rec- 
ommending an appointment.

A Coal Oil Saturated Blanket 
Makes Two Dozen People 
Homeless. 


A Bad Fire with no Means of Fighting It. 


As Daniel Michaels, a Cheltenham milk- 
man, was returning home about 10:30 last 
night, after seeing the Veiled Prophets pro- 
cession, he noticed a yery bright light in the 
yard of his neighbor, a saloon-keeper named 
Conolly, whose house is located half a mile 
west of the Cheltenham Brick Works, on the 
New. Manchester road. Investigating he 
found on the upper rail of the fence and 
jeaning against Conoliy’s frame house a 
piece of blanket, saturated with coal 
oll and biazing viciously. The people 
in Conolly’s house and in Williams’ grocery 
store next dovr were allasleep, and by the 
time that he roused the sleepershe had put 
out the blaze. The neighbors gathered and 
looked at the potent evidence of avson, 
talked it over among themselves, and after 
searching all the houses in the block for any 
further danger, between 11:30 and midnight, 
went to bed. . 

At half-past 1 the cry of “Fire” rang out 
from Williams’ grocery store and in a few 
mowents the building was wrapped in 
flames. The building was a pice | brick 
tenement with a store on the ground floor, 
the upper one being oceuvied by Mr. Wil- 
liams’ family, John Cappenbach and family, 
and Valentine Diefenbach and family. With 
such rapidity did the fire spread that these 
people with difficulty escaped with 
their lives. They were altogether un- 
able to save their furniture, and some of 
them could only get out in their night 
clothes, ae og out of the second story 
windows. Mr. Williams had $1,000 Insur- 
ance on a stock of $1,500. ‘The building be- 
longed to Mr. David Davis. 

‘The next house to the west, a frame _be- 
longi:.g to Joseph Winiled and inhabited by 
Tom Davis and James Shields and their 
families, caught from the brick, and

The people were hardly able to save any- 
thing. Thev fared better, however, than the 
foiks in the brick. Next west of this house 
was another frame dwelling in which David 
Michaels and his family lived. Mr. Mich- 
aels was able to save nearly all of his 
furniture, a!though ina battered and broken 
condition. ‘The house itself was burnt ut- 
terly, together with the outbuildings, which 
were of some value, 

Altogether the loss will not much exceed 
$5,000, but some two dozen people have been 
made homeless and lost their all, Mr. Wil- 
liams being the only onein therow who 
was insured. Mr. Conoily’s dwelling, which 
lay just east of Williams’ grocery store, es- 
caped without damage although it was the 
first — of incendiary attack. 

A Post-DIsPATCH reporter who visited 
the ruins this morning was shown several 
pieces of the coal oil saturated blanket 


Suspicion in the neighborhood at first 
pointed to a young man who was boarding 
with the Williams family, but the fact that 
he was nearly burnt to death, and only saved 
himself by leaping from a second-story win- 
dow in Wiliiams’ house, exonerated him. He 
had been seen late in the evening by Mr. 
Conolly wandering about the premises. No 
charge Was made against him. The whoie 
matier has veen placed in the hands of the 
detectives, and the people are contident that 
the mystery will be speedily cleared away.

How the Day is Celebrated by Our 
Hebrew Citizens. 

This morning the biast vf the Shofar, or 
Ram’s horn was heard in every Hebrew 
temple and synagogue in the world. Itis 
the first day of Tishri, Anny} Mundi 5644; in 
other words it is the Hebrew 
New Year. It differs in many 
essential particulars from the Christ- 
ian new year, which, according to 
the Gregorian calendar,comes the first day of 


January. ‘lhe Hebrew year is a lunar year, 
that is, it is a year composed of twelve lunar 
months of 29% days each, 

It was supposed, according to the ancient 
rabbinical idea, that in the month of Tishai 
God created the world, and that, according 
to biblical history, this most important event 
transpired about 5,644 years ago. Conse- 
quently, according to the Hebrew calendar 
to-morrow is known as the First Tishbri 
Anno Mundi 5644. In the light of modern 
science the enlightened rabbi of to-day 
does uot wish to contend that 
the world is only years old, 
but merely states that, from a biblical stand- 
point, that is approximately the number of 
years or periods since the creation. Among 
the Israelites the day is one of great import- 
ance, although it dues not commemorate, like 
the Christian New Year, any important 
event, Ail Hebrews are supposed to attend 
seryices at the synagogues and re- 
frain from ail business occupations.

France. 


Panis, October 3.—The National declares 
that if, to maintain Grevy as President of 
the Republic, it is also necessary to keep his 
son-in-law, Watsor, in the palace Elysee, 
would, without chagrin, see Henri Brisson, 
President of the Chamber of Deputies, be- 
come President of France.

Paris, October 3.—The Figaro asserts 
that Tricon, tne French Representative in 
China, has telegraphed the Government that 
no serious preparations for war are being 
made in China. He says the idea of war 
with France is bad!y received in the south- 
ern provinces, and is repudiated by the 
Council of the Empire. He says China couid 
inuster only twenty thousand troops with 
European arms for service in Tonquin.

| AState League Formed With John S. Phelps 


7 an for President—An Address to the People— 


_ When Mr. John S. Phelps called the Free 
Trade Convention to order at 10:15 a. m., 
this morning, there were just twen- 
the ‘board room 
. of the Public School Library. 


A resolution was immediately introduced, 
‘limiting members to ten minutes in ail 
speeches, which was unanimously adopted. 
Ex-Gov. Phelps announced that the ques- 
tion before the house was the discussion of 
the report of the Committee on Address. 
_. Mr, Eddy of Michigan wanted the report 
amended so that a free trade law should go 
into effect graduaily,in a few years. It 
would not do to petition Congress to pass the 
bill right away. 

Mr. Harpole of Kansas arose to say that 

“he favored direct taxation. He wanted to 
see every one of the 144 custom houses in the 
- gountry wiped out. He wanted absolute 
free trade and direct taxation. Gentlemen 
had talked about the preservation of a tariff 
for revenue only. Yet no two gentlemen 
could agree on what was meant by a 
tariff for revenue. He was sorry to see that 
pome gentlemen objected to direct taxation. 
What was the objection to telling a man 
what his direct taxes were? Why not let 
him pay them, insteai of taking it out of 
him in a roundabout way, 24 the present 
tariff system? Mr. arpole = said 
he had = an idea that perhaps 
was original with himself. He wanted to 
see direct taxation, with the Senate of the 
United States as a National Assessing Board. 
Nevertheless if he could not get this, he 
was willing to go balf way and accept the 
plan of a tariff for revenue only. 

Mr. Eddy’s resolution was read again. 
Then Mr. Brownlee of Detroit read a sub- 
stitute which he thought was the address 
which the convention should send to the 
public. 

Mr. Riggs of Kansas says that he would, 
if he could, take any from Congress all the 
influences that have corrupted it, and 
which are incidental to ali tariff systems. 
There were two questions to be submitted. 
One of them is the abolition of the protec- 
tive system. The other is the 

ABOLITION OF THE TARIFF 

system. ‘There are a large number of people 
in this country who believe that tiere should 
be no privileged class in this country and 
that every vestige of protection should go. 
There is another class who wants to sce 
the tariff abolished ajitogether. The 
speaker was with the last class, when the 
paoper time arrived, but he thought the best 

lan was first to g@t rid of protection. Do that 

rst, because it is easier. The champions of 
protection are the American manufacturers, 
Abolish that, and all the influence of the 
manufacturing interests will no more be con- 
cerned with the question of the tariff. When 
this happens, it will an easy road to 
absolute free trade. ‘lake away the influence 
of manufacturers and the tariff will not last 


ae. 
r. Taylor of Kansas City favored 
direct free trade, but he thought the best 
plan Was to begin with an endeavor to se- 
“gure the abolition of protection. Let the 
tariff be attended to afterwards. Some gen- 
tlemen had stated that they could not con- 
ceive of a tariff without some 
feature of protection in it. That 
. was > easily expiained. Taxes on 
“ spices, tea, coffee, etc., and all classes of ar- 
cles not raised in this country could be 
taxed. The: gentlemen did not believe in 
striking dire“tly at the tariff, but  fa- 
vored a demand that all rotection 
shall be eliminated from_ the tariff. 
Then let the Government get its revenue as 
itcan. Let Congress decide how this reve- 
nue will be raised. 

Mr. Harpoie of Kansas wanted to know 

whether the plan proposed by the last 
speaker would not be a burden on the poor 
people. ‘ 
Mr. Taylor replied that all taxes were a 
burden, anyhow. But he still favored the 
abolition of protection as a rst fistep. A 
tax for protection is not a tax for revenue. 
The larger the tax for protection,the smaller 
the: revenue. 
tax gets so large that that it amounts to 
prohibition, there is no revenue at all, 

Secretary Young stated that he was glad to 
see that the conference had come back to the 
business for which it wascatled. That busi- 
ness was the abolition of the protective tar- 
iff. The minute the subject of direct and in- 
direct taxation was brought up, that minute 
the protectionist put the free-trader on the 
defense. He 

BEGAN TO ASK 

where can the revenue be raised? Let the 
conference attend to the abolition of protec- 
tion now. That subject is paramount at 
present. Mr. Young said that he favored 
absolute free trade whenever the time came, 
butit could not be secured now. It was 
better to attack protection, to driveit out 
first. Let the conference do what it can. 

Mr. Whitwood of Detroit said that Mr. 
Gould, Mr. Vanderbilt and the laboring man 
all pay taxes on what 3" eat, drink and 
wear. That was not right. He thought that 
property should pay the Government’s reve- 
nues. The tax on =ineomes' was 
the fairest law ever passed, put 
protectionists overthrew it. The 
Government has a right to raise its tax- 
es from the States. If the Government has a 
right to say to Lilinois, Missouri and Massa- 
chusetts, that it wants so many men, it has 
the same <-y to say that it wants so many 
doilars. e was in favor of free trade 
straight though. 

Mr. Byington of Iowa thought that all 
duties were more or less protective. He did 
not favor a repeal of ail the duties, but of 
the protective system as it exists. He did 
not favor Mr. Eddy’s suggestion that reason- 

able notice given of the repeal 
of the protective tariff. Who was 
to decide what is reasonable’ time? 
Manufacturers and monopolists would be- 
—_ the Congressional committee rooms 
with their well paid lobbyists, and insist 

that a reasonable time was twenty-five or 

fifty years. Let protection be abolished, and 

let it be abolished right away. 

St. Louis offered 
amendment to the report 

of Committee on Resolutions. 

Mr. A. W. Alexander of St. Louis intro- 
ducea another amendment to the report of 
the Committee on Resolutions, which pro- 
vided for the immediate extinction of 
ali duties for protection merely, 
without any proviso about a _reduc- 
tion. He said he was an absolute free trader, 
ideally,g but when he wanted to

of the country was adopted, with three 
dissenting vutes. 7 

in saziscmice at St. Louis, October 3, 1883. 
We submit to the American people that 
the greatest burden now borne by thei is 
the unjust and unequal system of taxation 
cailed the protective tariff. That this sys- 
tem of so-cailed protection has long since 
passed the bounds of aiding American manu- 
facture, and now presents the absurdity of 
attempting, by taxation, to nake all manner 
of industry more productive, and to build up 
a country, already the riehest in the world in 
the cheapness and fertility of its lands, in 
the abuadance of its natural resources, In 
tlre energy and ingenuity of its people, and 
in the wealth of its manufactures; and it em- 
bodies the injustice of levying tribute upon 
the necessities of the whole peopie as a 
bounty to certain masters of capital and la- 


bor. 

We helieve that this system is radically 
wrong. That the United States Government 
has no constitutional or other rigit te jin- 
pose taxes on the people, except with the in- 
tent and result of getting sufficient money 
into the publie treasury to provide, by direct 
appropriation and payment, for the payment 
of the publie debt, and for the common de- 
fense and general welfare. That a tax for 
these purpuses is the only one with which a 
free people should be burdened; and that 
this system of taxation, which, in the name 
of “Protection to American Industry,” is 
continually draining enormous sums irem 
the pockets of the people, not only into the 
National Treasury, there to lie idle or be 
wasted in extravagance and peculation, but, 
also, into the coffers of a few specific indus- 
tries toadd to their profits or make good 
their losses, is a flagraut abuse of the taxing 
power, and is a menace to the purity of gov- 
ernment, and to the liberties of the people. 

We believe that the only protection which 
an American freeman needs is perfect secur- 
ity for life, liberty, and property; and that 
among his dearest liberties is the enjoyment 
of the entire products of his labor, and the 
right to exchange them according to his own 
judgmenut—to sell where he can dq so to the 

est advantage, and to buy where he can 
buy the cheapest. Of this privilege the great 
mass of the people are deprived, because of 
the attempt of tlhe Government to redistrib- 
ute the rewards of labor by this so-called 
protective tariff, wnich by compelling them 
to buy in a restricted market, forces thein to 
pay inflated prices for most of the neces- 
saries of life, while at. the same time the 
products of our agriculture are sold in the 
open markets of tne world, and our laborers 
are competing with the free immigration of 
fureigu, and so-called, “pauper” labor. 

We believe that the protective tariff is 
ruinous to the very industries which it pré 
tends to proteci, It increases the cost of 
production and thus Keeps us from compet- 
ing in the foreign markets; by its bounties 
itinduces abnormal and unnatural invest- 
inents, and thus causes over-production, re- 
suiting in fluctuating inarkets, stagnation in 
business, and such disastrous faliures and 
sacrifices as these industries are now experi- 
encing; it prevents competition, and thus 
hinders the full development of our re- 
suurees; it is arestraint upon commerce, and 
forces trade into unnatural channels, thus 
depriving us of stability in Coumercial al- 
fairs, aud teaching our manufacturers to 
look to Congress rather than to their own 
enterprise aud abilities for success in busi- 
ness: and, coupled with the navigation laws, 
it has nearly destroyed our merchant wariue, 
thus depriving us of one vi our greatest in- 
dustries, and making us dependent upon 
other nativns to carry our preducts to the 
markets of the worid. 

We beliéve that the only commercial policy 
which in its nature is unchangeable, and 
which, therefore, assures stability in all 
kinds of business, is such Comercial free- 
dum between nations as has proved so beu- 
eficial between the States of the American 
Union. That free trade will give us a perma- 
nent and increasing trade with the whole 
world; tuat it wili build up our werehani 
marine; that it will reiieve the present de- 
pressed condition of our manufacturing in- 
dustries, and assure stability to ail kinds of 
bisiness; that it wiil give cheap material to 
the manufacturer, cheap implements and 
transportation to the farmer, and cheaper 
food, clothiug and sheiter to all classes. 

We demand that this protective system, as 
such, shali be abandoned: that the reduction 
of existing duties shall begin at once, and 
shall be steadily continued, till every vestige 
of protection is removed from the tariff. 

We reassert the declaration of the Detroit 
Conference: “That we do not counsel the 
immediate formation of a new party,” but 
we /\old ourselves in readiness for independ. 
ent pocltical action, in case. it becomes 
necessary ; and we protest against the further 
postponment of action in this matter to suit 
the purposes of political parties. 

We call upon all who think with us to join 
in organizing and making visible public sen- 
timent; and we urge them to make tie niat- 
ter practical by questioning candidates for 
Congress, and by voting for those who will 
best serve the cause of revenue reforin. 

Mr. Taylor said that it was desirable that 
there should be more organization. The 
American League desired that there should 
be a Free Trade Leaguein every State and 
asmany clubs organized as possibile. He 
also thought that measures should be taken 
to reach the people, and that the best means 
te do this was through the press, and especi- 
ally through the country press. To do this 
a literary bureau should be organized, good 
writers should be secured, free trade matter 
should be printed and furnished to the coun- 
try papers who will use it. Asa general 
thing the country papers are willing to pub- 
lish most cf the matter that is furnished to 
them. ‘The farmer sits down on Sunday, 
reads his paper from one end to another, in- 
cluding patent medicine advertisements, and 
what he sees tlere he is likely to believe. 
Mr. Taylor moved that arrangements be 
made to form this literarv bureau. 

Mr. Merriweather of Memphis favored agi- 
tation on the plan adopted forty years ago 
bdrigut aad Uob lea in Eagiand, 

Other speeches were made in favor of in- 
structing the people. by speeches, clubs, tbe 
press and all the other ways. Mr. ‘laylor’s 
resolution was then adopted. The same 
gentieman stated that he had just received a 
telegram from the secretary of the National 
League, stating that the league would give 
$100 towards publishing the proceedings of 
ibe conference “if it were valuabie matter.” 

Ex-Gov. Phelps appointed as a commitjee 
to attend to the matter, Messrs. Young and 
Alexander, of St. Lou, and Mr. Tayior of 
Kausas City. 

Mr. Alexander said that the duties of the 
eonference were now over, aud that the time 
had come to forma State League among the 
inembers present trom Missouri. He moved 
an adjournment, wiich was adopted. 


A STATE LEAGUE FORMED. 


The Missouri Free Trade League was then 
formed, as the previous organization at 
Kansas City had been only preliminary. A 
cominitiee consisting of Messrs. Young and 
Judd of St. Louis and Mr. Kussetl of Han- 
nibal was appointed by Ex-Gov. Phelps to 
select officers.

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FED THE FLAMES. 


Pittsbure’s Exposition Buildings 
and Contents Burned. 


Not a Thing Remains but Charred and Pow~ 
dered Embers—The Loss WIil Reach Fully 
$1,000,000—The Relic Department—Origin 
of the Fire. 


— 


Pirrsspure; October 3—The magnificent 
buildinus of the Pittsburg Exposition Soci- 
ety on the north bank of the Allegheny River 
have been totally destroyed by fire. The im- 
mensé structures, with their almost endless 
variety of exhibits, illustrative of every 
branch of art, science and mechanical skill, 
«which were yesterday visited by thousands 
of people, and since the opening on Septem- 
ber 6, by hundreds of thousands, is now a 
miniature mass of splintered and powdered 


embers and curled and tangied iron. The 

DESTRUCTION IS COMPLETE, 
and nothing but the site remains of the home 
of the specimens of brain and brawn in 
which Pittsburgers felt so much 
pride, The fire was first discoy- 
ered at 2  o’elock this morning 
in the boiler-room attached to the machinery 
hall at the south end of the baiiding,and be- 
fore the watchman could give an alarm, the 
flames had spread to the floral hall, machin- 
ery hall and the main building, and in less 
than ten minutes the buildings were On fire 
from end to end, Whenthe Fire Department 
arrived on the grounds the flames were 
youd control. 

NOTHING WAS SAVED. 

The firemen turned their atteition to sav- 
ing the adjacent property, many residences 
on South avenue being in flames. wd hard 
work, however, they succeeded in saving all 
these, with no more damage done than the 
burning of fences and cornices. The alarms 
soon aroused almost the entire population 
of two cities, and it is estimated that not less 
than from seventy-five to 

ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND 
people witnéssed the conflagration. The re- 
flection of the flames illuminated the coun- 
try for miles around, making possible the 
reading of the finest newspaper print. In 
one hour fromthe discovery of the firea 
mere attenuated skeleton oi the once magnfi- 
cent structure was ail that was left. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE 
is still unceriaia. Numerous theories have 
been advanced, but -so far most of 
them have falien to the ground. It is 
known to have started in the boiler house, 
and may have been caused by a spark from 
the furnaere or the accidental ignition of 
s:me contiguous substance from a yas jet 
left burning iu the boiier house, The esti- 
mate of the loss sent this morning was 
greatly exageerated.

Continuation of the Proceedings Be- 


fore Judge Lubke. 
The trial of the gas case before Judge 
Lubke of the Circuit Court bench was re- 
Mr. J. W. 
Tresler was called to the stand as a witness 


on behalf of the St. Louis Gas Light Com- 


Mr. ‘Tresler testified that his business 
time was that of a man- 
varnish, his factory being 
located at. Third and‘ Granda avenue. 
He is also vice-president of the Secott-Kim- 
brough Hat Company, whose place of busi- 
ness is on the west side of Sixth street, be- 
tween St. Charles street and Washington 
avenue. The Scott-Kimbrough Hat Com- 
pany used the gas of the Water Gas Com- 
pany for illuminating purposes during the 
spring of the current year. At this point, 
Mr.'Truman A. Post, of the defendant’s coun- 
sel, arose and stated that his side did not 
propose to contest that the gas manufactured 
by the Water Gas Company, is well adapted 
for lighting, and that it had een 
used for that purpose by some of its 
customers. He added that unless 
the Water Gas Company is enjoined 
they intend to use their best efforts to intro- 
duce their gas into the territory south of 
Washington avenue. Judge Madill and Mr. 
Giover into an adinission that when they 
sold their gas to certain persons living or 
doing business in_ the district mentioned, 
notably the Scott-Kembrough Hat Company, 
and the sa'oon adjoining it, kept by a Mr.

the injunction in this case, that such gas 
could be used for illuminating purposes, 
which defendant knew atthe time of the 
sale; that it was sold by defendant to 
parties who had no use for it except 
for illuwinating purposes, and this fact 
also the defendant Knew, all of which oc- 
curred prior to the filing of the petition in 
this case; and the defendant further admits 
that it proposes to continine the sale of such 
gas, with fuli knowledge that it may be used 
or ijuminating purposes, and will offer no 
testimony to eontrovert the above facts.

TIPS FROM TENNESSEE. 


A Talk With Senator Jackson on Sev- 
eral Important Questions. 


Gen. and Senator Jackson of Nashville are 
two quiet gentlemen aud both of them are 
entertaining conversationalists. Gen. Jack- 
son is an ex-army officer and Senator Jack- 
son has gained enviabie prominence in this 
country, not only in the high office which he 
holds, but also by reason of the gallaut win- 


ning fight be led against the repudiatiun 
wing of the Democratic party in his State 
when he was. elected to the Senate. 
A Post-DisratcH reporter had a pleasant 
chat with these gentlemen at the Lindell this 
morning, where they have been stopping 
since the first of the week. They are owners 
of a fine stock farm in the vicinity of Nash- 
ville and are deeply interested in the agricult- 
ural display at the Fair Grounds, 

“T am the farmer of the family,” said Gen. 
Jackson, laughing, ‘‘and my brother runs the 
political end.” 

“But it is agriculture that lam specially 
interested in now,” ad.ied the Senator. 

Senator Jackson is 4 strong anti-Repudia- 
tionist, and is emphatic in his condemnation 
of the men who have brought Tennessee into 
discredit. Hesaid that Tennessee should 
have stocd by the compromise which was 
effected with her crediturs by the Legisla- 
ture, and which left her a debt which she 
was perfectly able to pay. 

‘Communities and Siates are like individ- 
vals,”’ said the Senator, “their highest capi- 
tal is their credit. it is absolutely necessary 
that tueir credit should be good to trausact 
business.” 

ON THE PRESIDENTIAL QUESTION 

the choice of ‘Tennessee, he thinks, would 
be bayard or MacDonald, and both 
of them on the ticket wouid suit 
the Democrats of the Statg exactly. “The 
South occupies an anomalous position in 
politics. She has absolutely no choice in the 
selection of a candidate, but must stand by 
and await the dictation of one or two Ddiates 
which are considered pivotal States, As 
iong as this is the case she caunot claim or 
receive any political honors.”’ Senator Jack- 
son voted in iavor of tive last tariff 
bill only as a. substitute for 
the existing laws anda slight improvement 
vn them, but he considers bis party com- 
mitted to a further revision of duties as soon 
as p. ssible, although such action is likely to 
render some business interests of the coun- 
try inimical to the party. For the Speaker- 
ship, Carlisle will receive the hearty sup ,ort 
of ‘Lennessee, and he thinks Carlisle a splen- 
did man in every way. 

“This tariff question is a very complicated 
one,” saidhe. “Between the extremists on 
both sides the great mass of both parties agree 
in the main, but the truubie is that although 
Many men way agree as the principle to be 
pursued in dealing with the tariff when it 
comes to the appiication of it, scarcely any 
two will think the same way. The fact is it 
is what Gen. Hancock calied it, a loca! ques- 
tion. Each sectiou of the country as its 
own ideas on the subject.” 

In the party from Nashville are, besides 
General and Judge Jackson, Mrs. Jackson, 
the Senator’s wite, and Mr. and Mrs. Wm. 
Henderson of Louisville. They will remain 
in the city until Friday.
